~ Fishing Nets And Threshers {Funny 


Standard Farm Equipment 
On Many Manitoba Farms 


WINNIPEG. — On many Manitoba ee fishing nets 
rank side by side with threshing machines as’ standard 


equipment. 


A combination of summer farming and winter 


fishing makes the province both a major wheat producer and 


fishing ground. 


In 1952 there were more than 
8,000 part-time winter ’ fishermen. 
Most of the fishermen engaged in 
winter operations are wheat farm- 
ers who take advantage of the 
slack times to earn extra mroney, 
sometimes almost doubling their 
incomes. 

As a result, Winnipeg now is not 
only the home of Canada’s only 
grain exchange but is the. centre 
of the fresh water fishing industry 
in western Canada, handling the 


“Manitoba production as well as 


neighboring provinces. 

The anrual catch from .Lake 
Winnipeg alone totals almost 19,- 
000,000 pounds.’ The total for the 
other lakes in the province, Win- 
nipegosis, Manitoba, Dauphin, 
Waterhen, and about 50 northern 
lakes, runs close to 20,000,000 
pounds. Production value has in- 
creased steadily from only $1,051,- 
547 in 1923 to the 1952 total of 
$7,664,503. ° 

Pickerel is the biggest catch, 
registering '5,956,700 pounds com- 
pared with the 3,751,000 pounds of 
saugers, the nearest rival, Other 
major catches include bass, bull- 
heads, carps, catfish, goldeyes, 
maria, perch, pike, suckers, tulli- 
bee and whitefish. 

The hub of commercial fishing 


operations is Lake Winnipeg, sev- |" 


enth largest body of fresh water in 
the world''and second to Great’ 
Slave Lake as the largest lake 
lying entirely inside Canadian 
boundaries, Situated wifhin 50 
miles of Winnipeg, the lake is 
close to major canneries and fish 
dealers. The lake itself is 258 
miles Joh#ftom .1%4 to 60 miles 
wide and covers 9,300 square miles, 


The valuable fishing . resources 
are protected by the Manitoba gov- 
ernment. An army of fisheries de- 
partment employees, including bi- 
ologists, make detailed surveys of 
food supplies, water temperatures, 
and the spread of disease: One 
group devotes its time to record- 
ing the ages of fish caught every 
year,

under tHe Fish Dealers Act. 

Operation of eight hatcheries 
and several spawning camps keeps 
the province’s lakes well stocked 
for both commercial and _ sport 
fishing. Billions of eggs are col- 
lected and processed each year. 
They are allowed to hatch during 
the winter months and are trans- 
ported by air to specific lakes in 
the spring. A process has been 
developed whereby fertile and in- 
fertile eggs are separated, thus 
saving time and shipping costs. 

By arrangement with other 
countries and provinces, eggs from 
Manitoba hatcheries and spawn- 
ing camps are exchanged for a 
variety of species, including black 
bass. from North Dakota and 
speck®ld or lake trout from Al- 
berta. 


Alberta Oil Wells 
Now Total 4,000 


Alberta crude oil production 
during June totalled 6,499,655 bar- 
rels, making total cumulative pro- 
duction for the first six months of 
1958, 31,721,834 barrels.. Produc- 
tion for the first six months of 
1952 was 24,863,839 barrels. 
During June, 132 drilling rigs 
were operating, drilling 573,182 
feet. NeW producing oil wells 
brought in during June totalled 
72, making a total of .432 new 
wells this year. There are now 
more than 4,000 producing oil 
wells in the province. 

Natural gas production during 
June totalled 7,384,109 mscf, with 
the total for the six months of 
1953, 55,733,533 mscf.

Sask. Honey 
Crop Normal 


Saskatchewan's 1953 honey crop 
is expected to be about normal, 
J. H. Arnott, provincial Apiarist, 
said, 

Mr. Arnott estimated that total 
production would reach about four 
million pounds, or about ~25 per 
cent, more than last year. This 
production, he added, is from ap- 
proximately 33,000 colonies, and 
although the number is about the 
Same as last year, the average 
production is expected to be about 
125 pounds, an increase of 25 
pounds per hive. 

The Apiarist said Saskatchewan 
honey finds a ready market since 
it is of uniform high quality, and 

jhe foresees little difficulty in sell- 
ing the entire crop by early‘ next 
year. ,
